WASHINGTON, March 4.—An_ im- 
portant conference of Afro-Americans 
was held here yesterday, at which the 
test of the suffrage-law legislation of 
the Southern States, especially 
Louisjana, was thoroughly discussed. 
Among those present were T. 
Fortune of New York, chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Afro-American Council; Jesse 
Lawson of New Jersey, chairman of 
the Sub-Executive Committee; Repre- 
sentative White of North Carolina, 
Thomas L. Jones of Virginia, William 
Calvin Chase, editor of the Waerhing- 
ton Bee: Edward E. Cooper, editor of 
the Washington Colorea American; 
Daniel Murray of the Congressional 
Library, Prof. Wilijam R. Richardg, 
dean of the law department of Howard 
University: Prof. Bruce Evans, and 
others.

VL—THE LITERATURE OF PERSIA. 


BY PROF. PAUL ELMER MORE, 
L 

In studying Persian literature it is 
necessary first of all to have some un- 
_ derstanding of the important historical 
_ changes through which the people of 
|Iran passed. Three strongly marked 
| periods may be observed: First, the 
/ ancient; second, the middie, and, third, 
the new. In the firet period we have 
records in two distinct though closely 
related languages—the Avestan, which 
will be the particular subject of this 
paper, and the old Persian contained 
cuneiform inscriptions on stone ex- 
tending from a few years after the con- 
quest of Babylon by Cyrus in 539 B. €. 
to the conquest of Alexander. From 
‘the age of Alexander, when Greek in- 
‘flMence bécame predominant in Asia 
Minor, until the Sassanian dynasty 
' came to the throne, In the third cen- 
| tury after Christ, there is a complete 
| blank in Persian records. With the 
Sassanian kings the old Magian priests 
regained their influence, and the Zo- 
roastrian religion became all powerful 
/in the state. The sacred books in the 
jancient Avestan language became the 
| Bible of the land. But in the mean- 
while the language of the country had

Latin. This body of Pahlavi com- 
mentaries forms the middie period. But 
Persian was doomed to undergo another 
and more far-reaching revolution. In 
the seventh century the country was 
subdued by the Arabs, and henceforth 
Mohammedanism became the religion 
of the land. A number of Persians ¢s- 
| caped as colonists and settled in India, 
‘where their descendants, the Parsis, 
| stilt live and maintain the ancient Zo- 
roastrian faith. Among them are pre- 
served the sacred Avesta and the later 
Pahlavi books, although their spoken 
lancuage has altered considerably since 
| the says of the Sassanids. 

Meanwhile with the Arab conquest 
| Persia itself entered upon a new era. 
| The language dev into modern 
Persian and was modified by a large 
| infusion of Arabic words, The modern 
Persian Nterature may be said to have 
begun about the year 1000 A. D., with 
the Shah Nameh, the great epic of 
Firdusi. Intrinsically and considered 
as pure literature, modern Persian, in- 
cluding. such names as Firdusi, Saadi, 
Omar hayyam, Hafiz and others, 
ranks easily first among oriental liter- 
atures. The Persian inscriptions and 
the Pahlavi books we must, for lack of 
space, pass over unnoticed. Today let 
‘us turn for a moment to the Aves 
which contalgs the ancient religion o 
Zoroaster. 

Of the twe kindred people united un- 
er Cyrus into one great empire the 

edes are the oldest in civilization, 
and it was among them that the 
strange ‘and little-understood religion 
of the Magians developed. The a- 
gians themselves were apparently a 
tribe of priestly interitarice, very much 
like the Levites among the Jews. They 
‘were the learned men of the east, fa- 
miliar to us from the Bible, and if for a 
time. under the sway of Persian and 
Greek rulers, their authority was some- 
what diminished, they at last came to 
their own under the Sassanian dy- 
nasty. It is not easy to determine what 
was the original form of the Magian 
religion, because in the form in which 
it has come down to us it was pro- 
foundly modified by the influence of one 
dominant reformer. In general, how- 


ever, it must have been largely akin to 
the polytheistic faith of the Hindu 
Vedas, for, in fact, the Hindu and 


Iranian religions were sisters derived 
from a common mother. 

But in the seventh century B. C. there 
arose in Media a man of profound re- 
/Iigious instinct, a great prophet, who 
wrought a revolution in the popular 

faith. From that day to this the re- 
ligion of the Magians is called Zo- 
roastrianism, after his name. A few 
years ago it was common to speak of 

Zoroaster as & mere myth: just as 

Buddha and Christ were myths to a 
certain school of skeptics. But reflec- 
tion and investigation have modified 

this view, and today Zoroaster is recog- 
nized as a distinct historic personality. 

We even know something of his life. 
| We know how, like other reformers. he 
became dissatisfied with the grossness 
|of the national faith, and for years 
| lived apart in search of the truth. We 
know that he Began his mission of 
preaching at the age of 20, and we know 

the name of the prince (Vishtaspa) who 
finally accepted his doctrine and be- 
eame for Iran what Constantine wa 
for Christendom. We even know that 
the prophet was thrice

| Persian. The Avesta is a collection of 
religious laws, myths, litanies and 
| hymns, néw easily accessible in trans- 
lation, and, notwithstanding an occa- 
sional note of true spirituality, must 
be regarded on the whole as one of the 
dreartest and least Interesting of the 
world’s bibles. It requires an extraordi- 
nary effort of imagination to under- 
stand how so much childish folly and a 
true religious spirit could be combined. 
| Eesentially the faith of Zoroaster is a 
pronounced dualism. On the one side 
, stood Ormazd and the angels of light:

He 
was a dark chestnut, with four legs 
white to the knees and hocks, and a 
blaze so broad that it included one of 
his eyes, At the first glance he did 
not look for much, but a closer inspec. 
tion revealed the fact that he was a 
very true-made horse. His loins arched 
finely, while his depth of chest was 
fairly immense, indicating ample 
breathing power. The colt’s name was 
Satsuma, by Macduff. “Now that horse 
is a cripple if ever there was one. He 
is not altogether broken down, but the 
suspensory ligaments of his forelegs 
are in bad shape. But you mark my 
words, I'li win a big race with him 
yet,” said Dr. Rowell. “Oh, man of 
sublime faith,” was all I could answer. 
Several days after I had gone out a 
trifle late, and as I was going in by 
the east gate, here came the doctor 
with the white-legged colt hitched to 
a road cart.

By 
some carelessness he was left out of the 
$50,000 World's Fair Derby at Chicago; 
and on the closing day of that me t- 
ing. he won the Wheeler Handicap at 
Washington Park, a mile and a quar- 
ter, in 2.05, with 117 pounds up, which 
I believe to have been the greatest 
three-year-old performance in Ameri- 
can history. It is intensified when we 
recall the fact that, up to 18698, the 
weight for a five-year-old was 110 
pounds. The real hero of the race, 
however, was the four-year-old horse 
Arbaces, who carred 122 pounds, the 
top weight of the race; and led up 
to the end of a mile, where the heavy 
weight and the muddy track proved 
too much for his exhausted muscles. 
Had the race been run on Friday, when 
the track was good, he would undoubt- 
ediy have been hailed as the winner. 

Helen Scratch, the dam of Imperious, 
has produced three good winners in 
Braw Scot, Greyhurst and Imperious.

MAPLE SUGAR. 


PROCESS OF MANUFACTURE IN 
AN OHIO BUSH. 
(Pitteburgh Dispatch:] Many of the 
largest sugar camps in America are 
located in the western reserve of Ohio. 
The industry is increasing in its scope. 


On a genuine sugar-making morning 


thousands of tin buckets may be seen 
hanging from the spiles in the trees. 
The term “sugar bush,” strictly speak- 
ing, applies only to the maple trees of 
a designated territory. It is commonly 
used. however, as synonymous with 
“sugar camp.” The season does not 
usually begin in earnest until the lat- 
ter part of February. 

The making of maple syrup and 
maple sugar is an interesting process. 
The facilities of a quarter of a century 
ago wer very crude. The sap coursed 
from the trees through w en spiles 
and flowed into wooden troughs which 
had been hewn out of a_ three-foot 
length of log split in two. The sap was 
transferred from these troughs to large 
kettles by a man carrying two wooden 
buckets, suspended from a wooden 
yoke, which he bore on his shoulders. 
The boiling apparatus consisted of iron 
kettles supported by chains swung over 
wooden standards. Wood and brush 
were used for fuel. Thus amid leaves, 
ashes and dirt, sap was converted into 
syrup and sugar. 

The man itn those days who could 
give his attention to 150 trees during 
the season had his hands full, even 
though a half-dozen kettles were in 
constant use, with enough employés to 
keep the fires aglow. Men carried sap 
from early morning till sundown to 
keep pace with the flow from the trees. 

Today a large sugar bush consists of 
from $00 to 1000 trees. At the opening 
of the season at least a one-half-inch 
hole is bored in every tree. In a tree 
with a diameter of three feet there 
might be as many as six holes. In the 
average bush but two holes are bored 
in each tree. They are about two 
inches deep. Into them a metal spile 
ie fixed. New holes are bored every 
year. Were it not for the steady 
growth of the trees the number of 
these holes might indicate the age of 
the camp, but the growth soon obliter- 
ates every opening. When the spiles 
are inserted the tin buckets are hung 
upon them. As to how quickly they 
will fill depends entirely upon the 
weather. The best maple sugar-mak- 
ing weather is when frosty nights are 
followed by warm days. The season 
may lest from a few days to two 
months, but usually continues for about 
six weeks ending the last of March.

{Washington Times:] The investiga- 
tions of the Forestyy Division 
ef the Agricultural Department 
upon the subject of forest fires, besides 
resulting in obtaining valuable data 
regarding past devastations, have pre- 
sented the subject in an entirely new 
light from that in which it has hith- 
erto been regarded. 

Although further data is required to 
fully establish the case, it may be a. 
onably inferred from that already gath- 
ered that these scourges of the forest

A typical illustration of the relation 
of fire to the existence of a great for- 
est and an indication of its power in 
determining the kinds of trees of which 
the forest is composed is found on the 
north side of the Olympic Mountains of 
western Washington.

SENSES OF SAVAGES. 


IN SOME WAYS SUPERIOR, IN 
OTHERS INFERIOR. 


icago Chronicle:] in hie Ilast 
uecere on the “Senses of Primitive 
Man,” W. H. R. Rivers discussed the 
acuteness of ‘hearing in savages. In 
this t none of the Torres Straits 
natives were superior to ome of the Eu- 
ropeans comprising the expedition, 
while the majority were inferior. No 
great weight, however, eduld be at- 
tached to the observations, because all 
the people were divers-—an occupation 
that Gamaged the ears to 
some extent. investigate their range 
of hearing a Galton’s whistle was used, 
and it was shown that they could hear 
very high notes. Their sense of smell 
was tested by means of a series of 
tubes containing solutions, of varying 
strength, of odorous substances like va- 
lerian and camphor, and the results, 
while not altogether satisfactory, 
tended to show they had no marked 
superiority in this respect over the 
members of the expedition. With re- 
gard to taste it was very difficult to 
get information, as the natives, natur- 
ally enough, did not like strange ob- 
jects being put into their mouths. One 
fact, however, was noficed, which was 
interestihg when it was remembered 
that sweet and bitter were probably our 
moet definite taste sengations and that 
was the complete absence of any word 
for bitter. For the sense of tempera- 
ture the data were very scanty, but it 
was found that the natives had points 
on their skin y sensitive to cold, 
exactly as was the case with Euro- 


peans. 

As to touch, when tested to see hew 
close the points of a pair of compasses 
must be put on the skin before they 
ceased to be felt as two, their sensi- 
tiveness was in general better than 
Europeans, but there was always the 
doubt whether they were redlly able 
to bear pain with much fortitude. How- 
ever, the conclusion that the Murray 
islanders were distinctly less sensitive 
than the Europeans in the expedition 
was supported not only by their sub- 
jective statements, but also by the ob- 
ject tests depending on the condition 
of the blood pressure. In the discrim- 
ination of weight it was curious that 
these natives, who hed no abstract 
idea of weight and no word to express 
it, and who, moreover, could have had 
no practice, Were more accurate than 
a practiced BPuropean. Finally Dr. 
Rivers, while commenting on the de- 
fective knowledge of some of the senses 
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he had treated and on the absence of 
comparative data, concluded that in 
general the sense opgans of the savage 
were not markedly superior to those of 
the norma! of average Europeah, and 
that the recorded inatances of a nt
